students).  Junior  high  school  music  teachers 
should  find  the  videotapes  useful  in  outlining  the 
early  lessons  of  instruction.

Overview: 

These  1 1 programs  focus  on  the  basic  assembly, 
tone  production  and  performance  techniques, 
which  vary  for  each  instrument.  Each  program 
has  an  informal,  workshop  atmosphere  and  is 
targeted  to  entry  level  students.  The  video  tapes 
are  designed  to  be  flexible  and  versatile. 
Teachers  can  use  them  to  instruct  an  entire  class, 
or  individual  students  can  view  them  on  their 
own. 

Each  videotape  is  introduced  by  Tommy  Banks, 
who  presents  a brief  history  of  the  instrument. 
The  master  teacher  (all  of  whom  were  selected 
because  of  their  experience  in  teaching 
beginners)  then  explains  and  demonstrates 
basic  techniques  for  assembling  and  taking  apart 
each  instrument,  proper  cleaning  and  storage, 
breathing  and  tone  production,  hand  position, 
embouchure  and  articulation  and  performance. 

The  master  teacher  also  points  out  some  of  the 
difficulties  and  frustrations  beginners  may  face 
when  starting  to  play  these  instruments.  This 
information  should  be  of  special  interestto  junior 
high  school  music  teachers  who  must  deal  with 
these  problems  daily  in  the  classroom.  Each 
videotape  program  ends  with  a brief  instrumental 
performance  by  the  master  teacher.
